Chappaqua, N. Y., Feb. 29 UP*— 
The honoi* system just doesn't 
work for commuters on the 7:43 
from this fashionable W estchester 
community* and George Williams, 
the stationm aster who sells them 
their newspapers is a disillusioned 
man. 
On Monday morning, suburban­ 
ites catching that train will toes 
their newspaper money into a 
trap-type coin box which gobbles 
the nickels and dimes, but doesn’t 
let fingers inside. Hitherto the 
coin box was the shape of an open 
dgttf box and paper-buyers made j 
their own change. 
A few weeks ago, after worry­ 
ing because his weekly receipts 
were off almost exactly $12 a 
week, George bored a hole in the 
ceiling above the coin box and 
through it noted five well-dressed 
commuters—all riders of that one 
train — dropping in small coins 
and making •‘change" with dimes, 
quarters and fifty cent pieces. The 
next day he had a motion picture 
camera over the hole and filmed 
the depredations of 
the 
light­ 
fingered five. A few days later he 
announced, on a sign in the sta­ 
tion, that unless the petty steal­ 
ing stopped, he planned to show 
the films. A great flurry of news­ 
paper publicity greeted the an­ 
nouncement — and the pilfering 
halted abruptly. George, satisfied, 
burned the films without ever 
showing them. 
"While the publicity was going 
on. everything was fine." he said 
sadly, "but the minute it stopped, 
people started dipping in amgarn. 
I’m exactly $12.35 short again this 
week." 
He knowns that he is losing to 
passengers on only one train — 
the 7;43 out of Chappaqua—so 
the honor system, or open box 
sale, 
continues 
for 
the 
other 
three morning commuter trains.

Secret Scent Nets 
Hunter 305 Foxes 


Former 
Airman 
Collects 
$915 With Formula 
Learned in India 


Monticello, N. Y., Feb. 29 UP)— 
A former airman today collected 
$915 in bounties for trapping 303 
foxes in the past two months with 
the aid of a secret scent he dis­ 
covered in India. 
Lewis V. Eckhart, 43, of Barry- 
ville, a stone mason, trapped 191 
gray and 114 red foxes for what 
was believed to be a New York 
state record for one man in a two- 
month period. 
Eckhart trapped 251 in January 
and February last year. 
He said he discovered the scent 
while with two native hinters 
.when he was in India with the 
United States Air Force during 
World W ar 2. 
Like most trappers, he declines 
to reveal the formula for the 
scent, he uses. He claims it can 
attract a fox five miles distant. 
Eckharrt did his trapping in the 
western part of Sullivan county, 
along the Delaware river. He said 
game officials had told him that 
the trapping of foxes would lead 
to an increase in small game and 
fowl. such as rabbit and partridge, 
which are prey to foxes. 


Health Department Says 
No Evidence Present 
to Show Harmful 
Effects 


Fluoridation of municipal w ater 
supplies, including that of Kings­ 
ton, delayed because of adverse 
reports, may be affected by a new 
stand of the state health depart­ 
ment. 
The department in a statem ent 
today, the Associated Press said, 
contended there was not "a single 
shred 
of 
evidence," 
to 
uphold 
claims that the addition of fluor­ 
ides to drinking w ater was harm ­ 
ful. Tests have indicated it pre­ 
vents dental caries. 
Kingston, one of the control 
cities, in a state test which began 
seven years ago. abstained from 
the use of fluorides in w ater while 
Newburgh used it. On the basis of 
that experiment, the departm ent 
has urged other communities to 
add the chemical to w ater sup­ 
plies. 
Still Under Study 
Thomas M. Davitt, president of 
the local w ater board, said the 
question of fluoridation hero is 
still under advisement, and will 
probably 
be 
discussed 
at 
the 
board’s meeting next Thursday. 
The local board has obtained in­ 
formation and data on the sub­ 
ject from several states, Davitt 
said. 
Meanwhile, the town of Esopus 
was the first in the county to 
make application to the Ulster 
County Department of Health for 
fluoridation and a project is being 
considered by 
the town board 
there. 
Dr. David B. Ast. chief of the 
State Health Department's Dental 
Health 
Bureau, 
discounted 
for 
possibility of harmful effects from 
fluorides after noting that three 
doctors 
recently 
had 
testified 
against 
fluoridation 
before 
a 
House committee in Washington. 
Dr. 
Ast 
contended 
leading 
health 
authorities 
had 
agreed 
water fluoridation was a ‘safe and 
practical procedure.” 
Decay Retarded 
He said reports compiled from 
the departm ent’s N e w b u r g h - 
Kingston experiment showed den­ 
tal decay had been retarded 39 
per cent among a test group of 
children six to 12 years old. 
In the state test, started seven 
years ago. fluoride was added to 
Newburgh’s 
wdler 
supply, 
but 
» none to that of Kingston. On the 
basis nf that experiment, the de- 
| partm ent has urged other munici- 
: palitics to add the chemical to 
their w ater supplies. 
By the end of a 10-ycar period, 
Dr. Ast said, decay may be re­ 
duced as much as 60 per cent. 
He reported that 140,000 New 
York state residents now were 


j drinking fluoridated water. Com­ 
munities now using the chemical 
include New Rochelle, Bronx Hill,

State Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
has halted distribution of all appli­

blanks for drivers’ and 
chauffeurs’ licenses pending de­ 
velopment 
of 
anti-fraud 
safe­ 
guards. 
In addition. Commissioner James 
R. MacDufT yesterday directed all 
county clerks and other issuing 
agencies 
not 
renew chauffeurs’ 
licenses until further notice. Is­ 
suance of these renewals was to 
have begun Saturday 
Present 
chauffeurs' 
licenses— 
required of those who drive for 
hire -expire May 31. 
Is Ordered Stopped 
A bureau source said that dis­ 
tribution of all blanks, including 
those for drivers’ 
licenses, 
had 
been ordered stopped. Operators' 
licences do not expire until Sept. 
30. however. 
The action stemmed from the 
discovery that bank robber Willie 
Sutton, recently captured in New 
York city, was carrying a fraud­ 
ulently validated driver’s license. 
MacDuff, in a telegram to county 
clerks, directed them to suspend 
renewal of chauffeurs* licenses un­ 
til "tighter procedures with re­ 
gard to issuance of licenses will 
be made effective.’’ 
"Take necessary steps to safe­ 
guard all motor vehicle forms and 
make no distribution of license 
renewal applications." he said.

By BELMAN MORIN 
Concord, N. II., Feb. 29- (A*)—A 
county-by-county newspaper esti-

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower is 
holding a narrow, and possibly a 
shaky, margin over Sen. Robert A. 
Taft in the battle for Republican 
votes in the state's presidential 
primary election, March ll. 
The editors of eight Associated 
Press member newspapers have 
been conducting a continuing sur­ 
vey, each in his immediate area. 
As of today, they gave these ap­ 
praisals - 
Eisenhower appears to have a 
55-45 percentage edge over Taft 
in communities covered by the 
Nashua Telegram, 
the D o v e r 
Democrat 
and 
the 
Portsmouth 
Herald. 
The 
editors 
of 
the 
Concord 
Monitor estimated a 52-48 lead for 
Eisenhower in Merrimack county. 
Sentiment Divided 
Political observers on the Clare­ 
mont Eagle, the Keene Sentinel, 
and the Manchester Union-Leader 
said sentiment in their areas ap­ 
peared to be evenly divided, with 
a possible small edge to Eisenhow­ 
er 
The L eonia Citizen, in Belknap 
county, reported that soundings 
brought inconclusive results and 
that popular opinion has not crys­ 
tallized toward either candidate. 
Only three of the eight daily 
newspapers have announced sup­ 
port 
for any candidates. 
The 
Portsmouth Herald and the Con­ 
cord Monitor have come out for 
Eisenhower; the Manchester Un­ 
ion-Leader 
supports 
Taft. 
The 
newspapers, 
together with 
two 
weeklies which participated in the 
grass roots poll, cover all 
IO 
counties in the state. 
On the Democratic side, the 
same editors agreed that the par­ 
ty machine, if it is thrown into 
high gear, will easily crush a bud­ 
ding growth of sentiment for Sen. 
Estes Kefauver, of Tennessee, and 
give President Truman a spank­ 
ing majority of popular votes and 
convention delegates. 
Other Agreements 
The editors also agreed that: 
1. Taft has made long gains 
during the past few weeks after 
a late start in organizing. Origi­ 
nally, Eisenhower was considered 
an overwhelming favorite in New 
Hampshire, chiefly because of his 
support by the state's top Repub­ 
lican leadership. 
2. The primary outcome may be 
decided by the effect of T aft’s ap­ 
pearances here next week. He is 
booked for a three-day speaking 
swing, starting Thursday, March 
6, for his first personal tour of 
the state. 
3. A heavy snowball reducing 
"back country" attendance at the 
town meetings on primary election 
day could seriously hurt T aft’s 
chances. The rural communities 
are considered strongly favorable 
to 
Taft, 
whereas 
Eisenhower’s 
popularity is rated greatest in the 
cities. A spot check shows regis­ 
tration, which doesn’t close in 
many places until next Tuesday, 
has been heavy. 
These are the major variables 
in the .situation, and the editors 
said they can radically alter the 
pattern of sentiment as it stands 
today. As the first voting test of 
popular sentiment In the country, 
New' Hampshire’s primary holds 
special significance for both po­ 
litical parties and many observers 
expected it to have a direct bear-

Allied Tanks Blast Chinese 
Dug In North of Kumsong 


Seoul, Korea, Feb. 29 (A*)—A 
powerful force of allied tanks 
raiders smashed through the for­ 
mer Red supply base of Kumsong 
today and blasted Chinese en­ 
trenched north of the city. 
Another group of raiding U.N. 
tanks fought it out with Chinese 
artillery and mortars on the wes­ 
tern front. 
The big tank strike through 
Kumsong on the central front was 
supported by eight inch Howitzers 
and a 155 mm. self-propelled gun. 
The tworpronged strike bat­ 
tered the Reds for more than 
three hours. 
One prong rumbled right through 
Kumsong and, in the words of one 
allied officer, "shot the living hell 
out of" Chinese hidden in the hills 
beyond the city. 
The second prong blasted Chi­ 
nese east and south of the ruined 


base. 
Some of the 46-ton General 
Patton tanks were damaged. But 
others took them in tow and 
puled them back to their bases 
when the raiders broke off the 
fight this afternoon. 
It was a big strike in the gener­ 
ally quiet Korean war. But cen­ 
sorship prevented disclosure of 
the number of tanks involved. 
On the western front another 
tank force traded fire with Chi­ 
nese artillery and mortars for an 
hour and a half this morning be­ 
fore it was ordered to return to its 
base. The action was west of 
Chorwon, once the western anchor 
of the Iron Triangle. 
The U. S. Eighth Army reported 
a few patrol actions, but generally 
allied troops along the 155 mile 
front enjoyed a quiet spring day.

A former airman today collected 
$915 in bounties for trapping 305 j 
foxes in the past two months with 
the aid of a secret scent he dis­ 
covered in India. 
Lewis V. Eckhart, 43, of Barry- I 
ville, a stone mason, trapped 191 j 
gray and 114 red foxes for what i 
was believed to be a New York j 
state record for one man in a two- 
month period. 
Eckhart trapped 251 in January 
and February last year. 
He said he discovered the scent 
while with two native hunters s 
when he was in India with the 
United States Air Force during 
World War 2. 
Like most trappers, he declines 
to reveal the formula for the 
scent, he uses. He claims it can 
attract a fox five miles distant. 
Eckharrt did his trapping in the 
western part of Sullivan county, 
along the Delaware river. He said 
game officials had told him that 
the trapping of foxes would lead 
to an increase in small game and 
fowl, such as rabbit and partridge, 
which are prey to foxes.

Eisenhower appears to have a 
55-45 percentage edge over Taft 
in communities covered by the 
Nashua Telegram, the D o v e r 
Democrat and the Portsmouth 
Herald. 
The editors of the Concord 
Monitor estimated a 52-48 lead for 
Eisenhower in Merrimack county. 
Sentiment Divided 
Political observers on the Clare­ 
mont Eagle, the Keene Sentinel, 
and the Manchester Union-Loadcr 
said sentiment in their areas ap­ 
peared to be evenly divided, with 
a possible small edge to Eisenhow­ 
er.The I^jconia Citizen, in Belknap 
county, reported that soundings 
brought inconclusive results and 
that popular opinion has not crys­ 
tallized toward either candidate. 
Only three of the eight daily 
newspapers have announced sup­ 
port for any candidates. 
The 
Portsmouth Herald and the Con­ 
cord Monitor have come out for 
Eisenhower; the Manchester Un- 
ion-Leador supports Taft. The 
newspapers, together with two 
weeklies which participated in the 
grass roots poll, cover all 10 
counties in the state. 
On the Democratic side, the 
same editors agreed that the par­ 
ty machine, if it is thrown into 
high gear, will easily crush a bud­ 
ding growth of sentiment for Sen.

Other Agreements 
The editors also agreed that: 
1. Taft has made long gains 
during the past few weeks after 
a late start in organizing. Origi­ 
nally, Eisenhower was considered 
an overwhelming favorite in New 
Hampshire, chiefly because of his 
support by the state’s top Repub­ 
lican leadership. 
2. The primary outcome may be 
decided by the effect of Taft’s ap­ 
lica ranees here next week. He is 
booked for a three-day speaking 
swing, starting Thursday, March 
6, for his first personal tour of 
the state. 
3. A heavy snowfall reducing 
“back country” attendance at the 
town meetings on primary election 
day could seriously hurt Taft's 
chances. The rural communities 
are considered strongly favorable 
to Taft, whereas Eisenhower’s 
popularity is rated greatest in the 
cities. A spot check shows regis­ 
tration, which doesn’t close in 
many places until next Tuesday, 
has been heavy. 
These are the major variables 
in the situation, and the editors 
said they can radically alter the 
pattern of sentiment as it stands 
today. As the first voting test of 
popular sentiment in the country,

Allied Tanks Blast 
Dug In North of Kumsong 


Seoul, Korea, Feb. 29 OP)—A 
powerful force of allied tanks 
raiders smashed through the for­ 
mer Red supply base of Kumsong 
today and blasted Chinese en­ 
trenched north of the city. 
Another group of raiding U.N. 
tanks fought it out with Chinese 
artillery and mortars on the wes­ 
tern front. 
The big tank strike through 
Kumsong on the central front was 
supported by eight inch Howitzers 
and a 155 mm. self-propelled gun. 
The two?pronged strike bat­ 
tered the Reds for more than 
three hours. 
One prong rumbled right through 
Kumsong and, in the words of one 
allied officer, “shot the living hell 
out of” Chinese hidden in the hills 
beyond the city. 
The second prong blasted Chi­ 
nese east and south of the ruined 


base.Some of the 46-ton General 
Patton tanks were damaged. But 
others took them in tow and 
puled them back to their bases 
when the raiders broke off the 
fight this afternoon. 
It was a big strike in the gener­ 
ally quiet Korean war. But cen­ 
sorship prevented disclosure of 
the number of tanks involved. 
On the western front another 
tank force traded fire with Chi­ 
nese artillery and mortars for an 
hour and a half this morning be­ 
fore it was ordered to return to its 
base.

positive position of Senator Taft. 
We know where he stands on the 
above issues. There is no chance 
that he would be tho puppet of a 
palace guard of radical backers, 
steeped in the traditions of “One 
World.” 
Should the general deign to in­ 
form us whether lie owes allegi­ 
ance to the party of Lincoln or to 
the illegitimate offspring, sired by 
the Wiikieites and Deweyites. the 
situation might be changed. Until 
such a time. the w riter feels th at 
Senator Taft should be nomin­ 
ated. This action would prevent 
a recurrence of the Dewey de­ 
bacle. and restore to reality the 
two party system.

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‘ PICKING A PRESIDENT 
New Jersey voters are to have a chance 
to say whom they would like for president. 
A new law provides for a presidential popu­ 
larity contest as part of the state primary on 
April 15. Any name may be entered by the 
signature of 1,000 voters, whether the sug­ 
gested candidate agrees or not. This over­ 
comes the great obstacle that prevents other 
states from choosing freely, a law requiring 
a candidate to give his consent before his 
name goes on the ballot. In New Jersey no 
possible candidate will have a chance to 
refuse. 
This may be the answer to the growing 
demand for a presidential primary. In 1912 
the chances for its adoption seemed bright. 
The battle between William H. Taft and 
Theodore Roosevelt for the Republican 
nomination caused a number of states to en­ 
act presidential primary laws. They clearly 
showed that Roosevelt was the choice of the 
rank and file. Enough delegates, however, 
were chosen in the old way to defeat the j 
voters* will and renominate Taft. 
That was the last big year for the presi­ 
dential primary. A request by President 
Wilson that Congress make it compulsory 
got nowhere. Only occasionally since then 
have the results in single states thrown real 
light on the voters* preference. 
If the New Jersey plan seems to work, it,* 
will have imitators.

The 14 delegates from New H am pshire to the 
Republican Convention will not m ake or break any 
candidate. 
Their im portance lies in the psycho­ 
logical fact th at New Ham pshire runs the first 
prim ary election in the 1952 campaign. 
W hen the prim ary campaign started, the as­ 
sumption was th at all the Republicans ot New 
Ham pshire would be for the nom ination of Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower 
Republicans in New England 
then were well disposed tow ard the general on the 
ground th at he could be elected if nominated. 
Now, Taft, Stassen and M acA rthur are running 
in

The professional politicians are encountering a 
curious kind of am ateur in this campaign who is 
different from other kinds of political am ateurs. 
Usually the newcomers are aspiring young men 
who hope to attract attention to themselves w ith 
the ultim ate hope of getting on. 
They seek to 
stand out so that they will be noticed. 
In th e Willkie campaign, two groups of am a­ 
teurs. bankers anti publishers, entered the picture. 
They did their work so effectively that Willkic 
was nominated. 
But they could not elect Willkie. 
For one thing, 
the professionals cut

throat. 
The bankers and business men were organized 
into a pressure force by the late Thomas W. La­ 
mont ol the House of Morgan. 
The other group consisted of newspaper pub­ 
lishers and advertising agencies, specialists in pub- 
liv opinion. 
Henry Lure of Lifc-Tim o-Fortune and 
Mrs. Helen Reid of the “New York Herald Trib­ 
une*' w ere effective factors in this group. 
Together they produced the ‘'W illkie Blitz.** an 
ably organized and brilliantly handled public rela­ 
tions operation. 
But they could not elect Willkie. 
In 1948, an im itative effort of this type was 
tried by the Stassen m anagem ent, but it failed. 
While no cmndidite in recent years had so full and 
sincere a following among younger people as S tas­ 
sen. the enthusiasm was inadequate to swing the 
delegates. 
In the present canvass for Eisenhower, the 
am ateurs are more active than the professionals. 
For instance. Thomas E. Dev,’ey is largely quiescent 
because he is encountering a surprising resistance 
to his leadershm in New York state. I have spoken 
to a num ber of county leaders and recognize the 
symptoms of a political rebellion.

REDUCE AXLE LOADS OF VEHICLES 
The Supervisors’ Association of New York 
State has joined the increasing ranks of 
groups calling for the enactment of the Met- 
calf-Van Cleef Bill which would reduce the 
axle loads of heavy motor vehicles from 
22.400 pounds to 18,000 pounds. 
The association points out to the members 
of the Legislature that the increase in num­ 
bers and weights of heavy trucks is far out- j 
distancing available funds to maintain the I 
roads they use. Most of our town and county 
roads were constructed before the advent j 
of the extensive truck traffic that is com­ 
mon today. 
County and town roads represent a tre­ 
mendous investment of which the super­ 
visors of this state are fully aware and these 
arteries of commerce and travel are of the 
utmost importance to our rural areas and 
must be protected. This legislation would 
not only reduce road damage but would 
save millions in construction and mainte­ 
nance costs.

As their experim ents were 
performed with calfs liver, the cost of calfs liver 
increased several hundred per cent. Fortunately, it 
was found that the liver ol other anim als was also 
capable ot increasing the amount of hemoglobin in 
the red cells and also increase th**ir number. For­ 
tunately. also, it was found that liver extract was 
as effective, even more effective than liver itself 
so th at the eating of five or mon* ounces of liver 
daily became no longer necessary.

M eas­ 
urem ents were made of the length of tim e each 
rat would swim be fore becoming exhausted. 
Rats on the first diet swam an average of 13.3 
minutes before exhaustion, and those on the second 
diet. 13.4. Of the 12 rats, on the liver supplement, 
three swam 63. 83 and 87 minutes. The rem aining 
nine rats were swimming at the end of 120 min­ 
utes when the tost was discontinued. 
These experim ents suggest the presence in dried 
liver powder of some unknown vitam in hormone or 
other kind of .nutritional factor which is capable of 
postponing fatigue.

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• PICKING A PRESIDENT 
New Jersev voters are to have a chance j 
to say whom they would like for president. 
A new law provides for a presidential popu­ 
larity contest as part of the state primary on 
April 15. Any name may be entered by the 
signature of 1,000 voters, whether the sug­ 
gested candidate agrees or not. This over­ 
comes the great obstacle that prevents other 
states from choosing freely, a law requiring 
a candidate to give his consent before his 
name goes on the ballot. In New Jersey no 
possible candidate will have a chance to 
refuse. 
This may be the answer to the growing 
demand for a presidential primary. In 1912 
the chances for its adoption seemed bright. 
The battle between William H. Taft and 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
for 
the 
Republican 
nomination caused a number of states to en­ 
act presidential primary laws. They clearly 
showed that Roosevelt was the choice of the 
rank and file. Enough delegates, however, 
were chosen in the old way to defeat the 
voters’ will and renominate Taft. 
That was the last big year for the presi­ 
dential primary. 
A request by President 
Wilson that Congress make it compulsory 
got nowhere. Only occasionally since then 
have the results in single states thrown real 
light on the voters’ preference. 
If the New Jersey plan seems to work, itfl 
will have imitators.

‘These Days’

EXCITEMENT IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 
The 14 delegates from New Hampshire to the 
Republican Convention will not make or break any 
candidate. 
Their imporfance lies in the psycho­ 
logical fact that New Hampshire runs the first 
primary election in the 1952 campaign. 
When the primary campaign started, the as­ 
sumption was that all the Republicans of New 
Hampshire would be for the nomination of Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. 
Republicans in New England 
then were well disposed toward the general on the 
ground that he could be elected if nominated. 
Now, Taft, St ass en and Mac Arthur are running 
in 
the 
New 
Hampshire 
primaries, 
MacArthur 
against his wishes. 
If Tatt were to manage to get 
as many as four votes, it would be regarded in 
political circles as a great victory. 
The canvass, however, has brought to the sur­ 
face a number of factors which are being screened 
carefully by the management of all candidates. 
For instance, the prevalent opinion among prac­ 
tical politicians is that General MacArthur could 
carry the New Hampshire primaries were he a can­ 
didate. 
It is not clear whether the MacArthur 
adherents will follow him to Taft. 
This will be 
more evident one way or the other after Taft has 
campaigned the state. 
The professional politicians are encountering a 
curious kind of am ateur in this campaign who is 
different from other kinds of political amateurs. 
Usually the newcomers are aspiring young men 
who hope to attract attention to themselves with 
the ultimate hope of getting on. 
They seek to 
stand out so that they will be noticed. 
In the* Willkie campaign, two groups of am a­ 
teurs, bankers and publishers, entered the picture. 
They did their work so effectively that Willkie 
was nominated. 
But they could not elect Willkie. 
For one 
thing, 
the professionals cut 
Willkie’s 
throat. 
The bankers and business men were organized 
into a pressure force by the late Thomas W. La- 
mont of the House of Morgan. 
The other group consisted of newspaper pub­ 
lishers and advertising agencies, specialists in pub- 
liv opinion.

REDUCE AXLE LOADS OF VEHICLES 
The Supervisors’ Association of New York 
State has joined the increasing ranks of 
groups calling for the enactment of the Met- 
calf-Van Cleef Bill which would reduce the 
axle loads of heavy motor vehicles from 
22,400 pounds to 18,000 pounds. 
The association points out to the members 
of the Legislature that the increase in num­ 
bers and weights of heavy trucks is far out­ 
distancing available funds to maintain the 
roads they use. Most of our town and county 
roads were constructed before the advent 
of the extensive truck traffic that is com­ 
mon today. 
County and town roads represent a tre­ 
mendous investment of which the super- 
j 
visors of this state are fully aware and these 
arteries of commerce and travel are of the 
utmost importance to our rural areas and 
must be protected. This legislation would 
not only reduce road damage but would i 
save millions in construction and mainte­ 
nance costs.

LIVER AS A FOOD DELAYS FATIGUE 
Until the time that Drs. Minot and Murphy 
discovered that call's liver would build up the blood 
and thus prevent deaths irom pernicious anemia, 
all patients died within a limited tim? and blood 
transfusions were continuously necessary 
Liver not only increased the richness fin Irony 
of the red cell ot the blood but increased the num­ 
ber ol red cells also. As their experiments were 
performed with calf’s liver, the cost of calf’s liver 
increased several hundred per cent. Fortunately, it 
was found that the liver of other animals was also 
capable of increasing the amount of hemoglobin in 
the red cells and also increase th<*ir number. For­ 
tunately, also, it was found that liver extract was 
as effective, even more effective than liver itself 
so that the eating of five or more ounces of liver 
daily became no longer necessary. 
Physicians who watched the number of uses of 
insulin, aside from its control of diabetes, will not 
be surprised, therefore, when they read of how liver 
or liver powder delays fatigue in rats which have 
about the same digestive system as man. 
In an editorial in The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. B. H. Ershoff of the Emory 
W. Thurston laboratories, Los Angeles, reported 
that the known food or nutritional lactors are in­ 
adequate under stress conditions in rats. He found 
that dried liver powder contains the necessary fac­ 
tors to prevent fatigue in those animals. 
Sixty rats, 22 to 25 days old J average weight 44 
grams» were divided into three groups. Each group 
was fed on different diets. The first two groups 
were fed on good average diets and the third con­ 
tained the same foods plus 10 per cent dried liver 
powder. After 12 weeks, during which time the 
rats ate all they wanted of their respective diets, 
the average weight of rats on first diet had in­ 
creased to 215 gm , those on the second to 229 gm., 
and those on the third diet to 248 gm. 
. 
All three groups were then subjected to the 
same stress conditions. The rats were placed in a 
barrel, with smooth vertical sides, which was filled 
to a depth of 18 inches with w ater at 20 c. Meas­ 
urements were made of the length of time each 
rat would swim before becoming exhausted. 
Rats on tho first diet swam an average of 13.3 
minutes before exhaustion, and those on the second 
diet. 13.4. Of the 12 rats.on the liver supplement, 
three swam 63, 83 and 87 minutes. The remaining 
nine rats were swimming at the end of 120 min­ 
utes when the test was discontinued. 
These experiments suggest the presence in dried 
liver powder of some unknown vitamin hormone or 
other kind of .nutritional factor w hich is capable of 
postponing fatigue.

Babson Park, Fla., Feb. 29—

Northwest was suffering a most 
difficult 
readjustment. 
Unprece­ 
dented wartime expansion seemed 
likely to end in complete col­ 
lapse. Unemployment had reached 
serious proportions. 
Active ship­ 
yards. giant aircraft factories and 
war fabricating plants shut down. 
In these weekly articles I sel­ 
dom single out any one section 
for specific mention. 
Our Amer­ 
ic a n economy is interrelated to 
so great an extent, that every sec­ 
tion is largely dependent on other 
1 sections. 
However, I thing that 
there is a lesson for all sections to 
learn based upon the recent sta­ 
tistics and experiences of thc P a­ 
cific NorthwTSt. 
Prewar Situation 
Prior to 1940, the region was al­ 
most entirely dependent for its 
prosperity on selling its raw m a­ 
terials. 
Its products were mostly 
shipped eastward in a raw state 
for processing and distribution to 
more profitable mass markets. 
Here was an important lumber 
district, but all its lumber was 
shipped east in the raw state. 
Rich northwest farm lands sup­ 
plied a large part of America’s 
fruit and grain, but often at a 
loss. 
Copper, zinc, lead, silver, 
gold and antimony were scooped 
from its mines and shijiped else­ 
where for refining and fabricating. 
Fishing, 
especially 
for 
salmon, 
was big business. 
But, manufac­ 
turing industries were badly need­ 
ed for lasting strength. 
Wartime Experience 
Expansion for war needs stimu­ 
lated 
manufacturing 
industries 
temporarily. 
Aircraft 
factories 
mushroomed overnight. 
A full­ 
blown aluminum industry sprang 
up, and there was a new pluto­ 
nium plant at Hanford. 
Ferro­ 
alloy 
and 
other 
electro-process 
war 
industries 
were 
started. 
Huge power requirements pushed 
ahead hydro-utility construction. 
Population growth kept pace with 
industrial 
expansion. 
P e o p l e 
rushed in from adjoining sections 
to get employment. 
There could 
have been a very bad slump when 
the war ended. 
There 
were 
no 
established 
peacetime products or markets to 
which the industries and workers 
could return. However, instead of 


a slump, the area has forged 
ahead to new heights, due to the 
I enterprise 
and 
courage 
of 
its 
j business leaders. Labor today is 
even scarce in some lines and net 
1 migration into the area has con­ 
tinued high. 
Postwar Events 
Aided by extensive research and 
these few businessmen, their raw 
materials are now going into fin­ 
ished goods. Prew'ar, no aluminum 
was produced in the Pacific N orth­ 
west; today nearly half of all our 
aluminum comes from this area. 
Food processing has been empha­ 
sized to take advantage of the 
area’s growing output of agricul­ 
tural products. Its hustling busi­ 
nessmen are making it the center 
of tho new frozen foods industry. 
They are starting new flour mills, 
new canning plants, and other in­ 
dustries to employ nearly twice as 
many workers as in prewar 1939. 
This proves again that every com­ 
munity depends upon the ability 
and courage of about 5% of its 
people. 
Furniture production has be. 
come a big industry utilizing the 
region’s lumber resource0 
Paper 
and pulp industries have expanded 
50f/r since 1940, while the chemi­ 
cal 
industry 
is 
being 
doubled. 
Other industries have been in­ 
duced to move into tho region to 
decentralize operations, 
and 
bo 
closer to raw' material supplies. 
Electric 
power 
output, 
despite 
tremendous growth, is being fur­ 
ther increased. 
Important Lesson 
New 
stores, 
laundries, 
filling 
stations and restaurants have been 
financed by forward looking citi­ 
zens 
before 
they 
were 
really 
needed. This has all occurred in 
an area which seemed to be on 
the brink of a depression only 
some five years ago. Don’t let any 
community, where this column is 
printed, got discouraged under any 
conditions. 
No one examining the situation 
in 1947 would have been willing to 
forecast such a rate of growth. 
Today, similarly, there are other 
regions, as well as inventions and 
ideas, which stand on the thres­ 
hold of most rapid grow'th. Our 
frontiers never really pass; the 
experience of the Pacific N orth­ 
west shows that the brightest op­ 
portunities often lie where the 
prospects seem least promising.

He 
s a w that he might make his con­ 
tract with two spades, two hearts, 
one diamond, and four clubs. He 
therefore began the clubs correct­ 
ly by laying down the ace. 
* Many a player would not enter 
dummy with a heart to the king 
in order to return the

East would show out, and 
South would have to put up the

Hirsch eliminated this guess­ 
work by making tho percentage 
play in diamonds.

Society Studies 
The Book of Acts 
A special Bible class was formed 
Wednesday at the regular m eet­ 
ing of the W oman’s Society for 
Christian Service of the St. Jam es 
Methodist Church. The Book of 
Acts will he studied by the group 
at 11 a. m. Wednesdays through­ 
out the Lenten season. 
Dr. Ralph M. Houston intro­ 
duced the subject and confined his 
remarks for the most part to the 
background existing at the time 
the Book of Acts was written. His 
purpose was to give the students 
a better understanding for fur­ 
ther study. 
Primarily, the purpose of the 
writing was religious, said Dr. 
Houston, hut also to give an or- 
dci ly account of events. The rec­ 
ord has had and still enjoys a 
tremendous historical value.

In her summation, she com- 
hientcd on the mental, physical 
and spiritual aspects, the person­ 
al and social responsibilities and 
said one of the first duties was 
to make a child realize the im­ 
portant role he plays in the com­ 
munity. 
Miss Wilson spoke of the mental 
health, emotional 
maturity and 
psychological condition of children 
in concentration camps and the 
steps necessary to be taken in 
their rehabilitation. She observed 
the situation in the home is con­

but

members must learn to live to­ 
gether in peace and harmony. 
Offering suggestions as to how 
the community may serve

faffiily, she remarked that 
the

Was the Lindbergh baby kidnaping 
solved by the conviction and ex­ 
ecution of Bruno Richard H aupt­ 
mann? 
There is no evidence today 
20 
years 
after 
the 
kidnaping -on 
M arch 1, 1932—to alter the ver­ 
dict that Hauptmann alone kid­ 
naped the infant Charles A. Lind­ 
bergh. Jr. and killed him. 
Time 
has 
not 
changed 
t lie 
opinion of David T. Wilentz, New 
Jersey’s chief prosecutor, who told 
the Jury that “all the evidence 
leads only to Hauptmann.” 
Nor have 
the 
passing years 
changed the views of former Gov­ 
ernor Harold G. Hoffman 
that 
Hauptm ann’s execution left many 
riddles unsolved. 
Says 
Police 
Failed 
Hoffman, who once gave Haupt­ 
mann a 30-day reprieve from death 
but refused a second one. said to­ 
day: 
“I believe that the crime was 
committed by more than one per­ 
son. I believe it would have been 
difficult 
to execute that 
crime 
without the assistance of someone 
who was inside either the Lind­ 
bergh or the Morrow household. I 
believe 
that 
the 
police, 
once 
Hauptmann had been apprehend­ 
ed. and the ‘Lone Wolf’ pattern of 
prosecution was decided upon, not 
only failed to make, hut made 
every effort to hinder further in­ 
vestigation 
that 
might 
have 
brought others to the bar of jus­ 
tice.” 
Hoffrrtan. now director of the 
State Division of Employment Se­ 
curity made the statement when 
asked if his views today differed 
from those he once held. His in­ 
tervention in the case as governor, 
including a secret visit to H aupt­ 
mann in the death house, stirred 
wide controversy. 
He received hundreds of letters, 
both praise and criticism. To cri-

tics, he kaid, he sought only a 
complete solution of the case. 
Says Testimony Changed 
“There was some evidence pre­ 
sented, seeming to point to the 
guilt of Hauptmann that 1 am not 
in a position to dispute. However, 
I have indisputable documentary 
evidence that 
certain 
witnesses 
made substantial changes in the 
statements 
they 
made 
to 
the 
police and to the Bronx Grand 
Jury and the evidence that they 
gave upon the witness stand at 
Flemington; 
evidence 
designed, 
two years after they were first 
interviewed, to prove that Haupt­ 
mann was the ‘Lone Wolf’ m ur­ 
derer.” 
The tragic kidnap story was 
one of the nation’s most cele­ 
bra ted criminal cases. 
Suffering from a cold, the blond 
19-months old baby, first child of 
the famous flier and Anne Morrow- 
Lindbergh, was tucked in his crib 
in the couple's Sourland mountain 
home near Hopewell. A few hours 
later he was missing. 
A crudely written note demand­ 
ing $50.000 ransom was left on a 
windowsill. A rickety ladder lay 
outside. Roth became telltale evi­ 
dence two and one half years 
later. 
A nationwide hunt got under­ 
way for the baby and the kid­ 
napers—then believed more than 
one. Lindbergh made a contact 
through an intermediary, Dr. John 
F. Condon, better known from his 
initials ’JF C ” as “Jafsie.” 
Dr. 
C o n d o n 
delivered 
the 
$50,000 ransom in a Bronx ceme­ 
tery to a man he addressed as 
“John.” Lindbergh, 
nearby, 
did 
not see the man but heard his 
voice. 
Numerous ransom notes were 
passed before the payoff. The last 
one informed Lirtdltergh his baby 
was on a boat—“Boad Nellie,” the 
kidnaper spelled it. 
While Lindbergh searched for 
his son, the child lay dead in a 
shallow grave five miles from the 
Lindl>ergh home. The body was 
found May 12, 1932. 
Trapped Through Money 
Not until Sept. 19, 1934 was 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann. 35- 
year-old 
Bronx 
carpenter, 
ar­ 
rested. 
Hauptmann, 
a 
German 
machine gunner in the first world 
war, was caught passing ransom 
money, identified through serial 
numbers. 
In Hauptmann’s garage, police 
found 
$14,600 
of 
the 
ransom 
mon^y. 
Eight handwriting experts test­ 
ified Hauptmann wrote all the 
ransom note»;. ("So convincing is 
the proof that Hauptmann might 
just 
as well have sighed each 
one") said one expert. 
One of the most convincing wit­ 
nesses was Arthur J. Koehler, a 
wood expert, who told an ab­ 
sorbing tale of his search for the

origin of the wood used in the 
kidnap ladder. He traced it from 
a Carolina mill to a Bronx lum­ 
beryard. One piece, he said, came 
from the flooring in the attic of 
H auptm ann’s home. 
Colonel Lindbergh testified the 
“hey dok-tor” he h e a rd ’ in the 
c e m e t e r y “was Hauptm ann’s 
voice.” Dr. Condon said “John is 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann.” 
Hauptmann denied writing the 
ransom notes. He denied making 
the crude ladder (“Certainly not, 
I am a carpenter,” he said with 
scorn.) He denied kidnaping the 
baby. He said the ransom money 
w as left in a shoe box in his pos- j 
session by the late Iridor Fisch, 
a business partner who died in 
Germany. 
Hauptmann was executed in the 
state prison at Trenton April 3, 
1936.' 
Say» Evidence Unshaken 
Wilentz, who as New- Jersey a t­ 
torney general prosecuted Haupt­ 
mann and is now- an attorney in 
his home town of Perth Amboy, 
considers the case was closed that 
night. 
His position today is that the 
evidence remains unshaken; 
no 
ransom money has since appeared; 
nothing has arisen to point to the 
guilt of any other person. 
But Hoffman, in his statement, 
questioned alleged discrepancies in 
the testimony of some witnesses. 
“These, and R hundred more 
questions, have never been an­ 
swered,” Hoffman said. “I may 
be wrong—anyone can be wrong 
—but I still have enough evi­ 
dence in my possession to make 
me feel that I was entirely right 
in my desire to have the investi­ 
gation continued before H aupt­ 
m ann’s life was taken. 
Death Closed All 
“If Hauptm ann had been kept 
behind prison bars for a reason­ 
able time, there would have been 
an opportunity to answer many 
of the unanswered questions, par­ 
ticularly those involving an ac­ 
complice or accomplices. The ex­ 
ecution 
of 
Hauptm ann 
forever 
closed these valuable approaches 
to what might have been a com­ 
plete solution of the crime. 
“In 
the hectic and confused 
days that followed the conviction 
there were many mistakes made. 
I may have made some of them, 
but I made them in the interest of 
Justice, and I have never regretted 
the action that I took. I still 
maintain that the Lindbergh ca§e 
has never born completely solved, 
and I am completely at rest with 
my conscience in the part that I 
plaved 
in 
this 
matter, 
even 
though the part has been grratly 
distorted and misrepresented.”
